He will review the 
action which he bas been compelled to take in 
the absence of legislation by Congress, and call 
attention to the fact that the State Government, 
having been recognized by the State and United 
States Courts, and Congress having failed to act, 
he had no other resource under the law and Con- 
stitution than to recognize Gov. Kellogg's Ad- 
ministration as the Government de facto. He 
will ask Congress to either pass a law for

with the necessary safeguards for an honest and 
fair expression of the people’s wishes, or sustain 
him iu recognizing the existing Government. It 
isnot improbable—although tbe purpose on this 
poiot is not so well matured—that the President 
will also suggest legislation to the end of the 
suppression of the White Leagues as a secret 
armed political and insur organiza- 
tion.

MAO MAHON'S MESSAGE TO THE ASSEMBLY. 


Panis, Jan. 6.+President MacMahon sent a 
message to the Assembly to-day urgently re- 
questing the following legislation: First, the 
passage of a bill creating a second Cham- 


ber. Second, Provision for the main- 
tenanee of the statu quo until 1880 in 


the event of MacMabon's death before the e- 


piration ef his tetmof offiee. Third, that when 
the second Chamber is organized, both Cham- 
bers decide upon a definite Government to suc- 
ceed the Septennate. 

The President in the course of his message 
says: 1 have instructed the Government to 
ask you to place a bill for the creation of à sec- 
ond Chamber on the order of the day for one of 
your next sittings, Conservative interests must 
impéracdvely demand its adoption. The point 
relating to the transmission of powers after 1880 
must be as promptly settled. it ought to be so 
regulated as to leave to future Assemblies com- 
plete uberty to détarmine the form of Govern- 
meut.

THE LOUISIANA CASE IN CONGRESS. 

The debate in Congress on Tuesday on the 
Louisiana case was marked by a bitterness 
that partook largely of the intense feeling 
prevailing at New Orleans. This debate 
shows where this whole Louisiana controversy 
is leading the country, and exhibits the crim 
| inal folly of Congress in not acting upon ine 
| President’s repeated and urgent appeal for @ 
legislative settlement of it. The Democrats 
in Congress confined themselves to a blank 
| denunciation of military interference. In 
no case did they veniure to approve or justify 
WIIraz'srevolutionary conduct; they exploded 
their wrath upon the President and Gen. 
Summa for military interference. On 
the Republican side there was a general ap- 
proval of the suppression of WIra's 
revolutionary and usurping proceedings, and, 
as the actual military interference was con- 
fined to that act, there was no. occasion to 
justify anything beyond. The attempt to 
confound what was actually done with Suxnr- 
pan’s recommendation of a Congressional 
declaration of outlawry, and the placing of 
three States under martial law, was a failure. 
That recommendatibn of the General was a 
hasty one,—made in the very centre of 
the intense excitement, and upon the 
uncertain sources of information which 
can be consulted at such times. It is likely 
that he has been misinformed, and that, sur- 
rounded by those who take counsel from 
their wishes or their fears, he has received an 
exaggerated view of the dangers and of the 
necessities of the case. At all events, his rec- 
ommendations have not been approved by 
Congress nor by the President, and are 901 
now in issue. 

The question has now been brought ai. 
rectly before Congress, and that body cannot 
afford to jeopardize the peace of the 
country by any further postponement of a 
final settlement of the whole question. There 
seems to be a necessity at this time for some 
measure such as was proposed by Senator 
CarpPenter two years. ago, and that is the 
setting aside of the fraudulent elections of 
1872, claimed by both factions, and the hold. 
ing of a new election throughout for Gover; 
nor and State officers, and for Legislature ;

The Register’s Action Confirmed, 
Except as to Assignee’s Fees, 


A Youth Seeks Divorce for a Novel 
Reason---Court Notes. 


CHICACO COURTS. | 
THE MERCHANTS’ INSURANCE COMPANY. 


In October last a final dividend meeting was 


called in the case of the bankrupt Merchants’ | 


Insurance Company to be held on the 2d 
day of November. At the time appointed the 
Assignees gave a statement of bis receipts and. 


expenditures; but, on motion of one of the 


creditors, W. H. Sisson, the meeting was ad- 
journed three weeks, to allow the Assignees time 
to make a full and itemized statement. This 
was made and filed with the Register Nov. 16, 
eight days before the adjourned meeting. On 
the 24th of November a meeting was 
had, at which, however, leas than 3 
majority of the ocrediters was present. 
The Assignee, among other items, put in a claim 
of $10,500 for fees, which was discussed at 
length by the creditors present. After some 
time, a motion was made by a ¢reditor that the 
accounts and charges of the Assignee should be 
approved. The motign was put by the Register, 
and carried by a large majority, Mesers. Sisson 
and Wetherell objeciing to the action of the 
Register in putting of the motion, insisting 
that no time had been allowed to examine the 
accounts A still further adjouroment was then 
bad for three days. On the 27th of November, 
at the meeting, the Assignee commenced to read 
his itemized report, when Mr. Sisson moved 
that the Assignee be compelled to produce 
vouchers for each item,—there being nearly 
8,500 items. Some of the creditors object- 
eck to Mr. Sisson’s motion, claiming that 
he had time enough to examine tie accounts, 
and that he should point out specifically any ob- 
jections he had. 

This Biason refused to do, and, ov motion, the 
accounts and fees of the Assignee were approv- 
ed without reading, Sisson and Wetherell ob- 
jecting. 

The Register then examined and approved the 
Assigsce’s account, except as to his own fees, 
they not being computed. To this action of the 
Register, in submitting to the meeting the va- 
rious motions for approving the Assigues’s 
charges for fees and expenses, and for dispens- 
ig with the reading of the accounts and approv- 

the same against objections, Sissoo and 
Wetberell excepted, and the matter was certified 
to Judge Bicdgets for decision. 

The Judge tendered an opinion yesterday 
morning, which will be found to be of much in- 
terest, both to Registers in Bankruptcy in the 
District and also to the legal profession a: large, 
deciding as it does some hitherto uncertain 
. of practice. Judge Blodgett said that al- 

hough the notice.only stated that a mecting 
would be held under Sec. 27, instead of Secs. 


‘27 and 28, yet, as it was also announced that 


a final dividend would be decia:ed, it was 
sufficient. One of the preliminaries of making 
a dividend was to audit the Agsignee’s account, 
and chis duty, ly the rules, devolved on the 
Register. Register Hibbard bad been uniformly 
inthe habit, however, of sulimitting the As- 
signee’s account to the ereditors at a meer 
ing for examination before it was audied, 
Tuis 21 the Judge thought, was eminently 
round and just, though perbaps by a strict in- 
terpretation of the law the Register should aud- 
it the accounts firet. But there could be no 
harm ia the present course, and the creditors 
bad the undoubted right to examine the accounts 
before final approval. | 

The accouvte uoder coesideration at firat do 
not seem to have been properly made aut, but 
they were corrected and filed eight days before 
meeting, and abundance of a 1e given the cred 
itors to examine them. These accounts involy- 
ed over 6500, 000, and the vouchers were neces- 
sarily numerous. The only items opjected to 
were the charges for Assign*e’s fees, aud these 
ouly by Sisson and Wethere These 
accounts were approved by the meeting, 
the reading being omitted, Sisson and 
Weiherell being the only diseentient parties. 
There could be no ularity in this. Neither 
the Bankrupt law, or rules or the usages of par- 
liamentary 228 require that all the creditors 
shall sit and hear all the Assignee's accounts un- 
less they choose, to gratify tue whim or caprice 
of one or two creditors. e majority have tue 
undoubted right to dispense with such reading. 

It was also particula:ly appropriate that the 
Register should take ths views of the creditors 
as to the items of tue Assignee’s feces, although 
neither the Register nor toe Court would neces- 
sarily be governed by such vote, but the item in 
question was large, and a number of the ciedit- 
ore probably had knowledge on the subject, so 
that the opiaion of a majonty should not lightiy 
be overruled, When there ig a majority of the 
creditors present at a meeting, their action 
should be regarded, as far as possible, in regard 
to matiers resting m the discretion of the 
Court, but as to passing general accounts or 
settling Acsignee’s fees they have vothing to do, 
and it makes no difference whether tuere is of 
is not a majority present at the meeting. 

I be rea! grie vauce in the present case was, in 
the Judge's , y. * fact — 
the Assignee caarged $2,500 more than his leg 
fees, and the Register, after this charge bad 
been approved by the creditors present, approved 
the accuunt, including this item.

Enuteroceanic Cana) Surveys. 
From the New York Tridune, Jan, . 

Two surveying expeditious, sent out under the 
auspices of the United States Government, will 
leave this port to-morrow, iu the steamer City of 
Acapulco, of the Pacific Mail Steamship Compa- 
py's line, for Cential America. One of them is 
commanded by Lieut. Fred Colos, of the 
United States Navy, aud will proceed to survey 
a tract of land on the Isthmus of Darien at a 
point where it is 28 miles wide. The other 
is commanded by Capt. Edward P. Lull, 
of the United States Navy, and will proceed to 
survey the territ ry on the Isthmos of Panama 
at a point where tiie distance from ihe Caribbean 
Sea to the Pacific Ocean is about 48 miles. The 
locality is in the yicinity of the railroad which 
extends from Aspiuwall to Panama, Tbe object 
cf these surveys is to determine the best locality 
for the eutting through of an iuterogeanic canal 
which will be capable of accommodating steam- 
this of the largest tounage, so as to permit 
them to go direct fiom Atlantic 
to San Francisco and ints on the 
Pacific coast.

A Visit of Investigation te the Poor- 
House and Insane Asylum. 


The Warden Testifies that He Did 
Keep a Record of Supplies 
Received, 


He Suspected Mr. Holden’s 
Motives, and Withheld It. 


it Is Discovered that the Fault Rests 
with the County Board. 


The Joint Committees of Charities, Public 
Service, and Hospitals, consisting of Commis- 
sioners Conley, Lonergan, McCaffrey, Guenther, 
Busse, Clough. Holden, Herting, and Carroll, of 
the County Board, proceeded in carriages to the 
Insane Asylum at Jefferson yesterday after- 
noon, aud bad an examination of witnesses in 
regard to the irregulamties complained of in Mr. 
Holden's report. 

THE MANAGEMENT OF THE FARM 
was first investigated, Mr. Uonléy being called to 
the chair. 

Mr. George Kimberly bad only to say about 
the farm that there were about 110 acres of the 
county ground cultivated ; the best possible care 
Lad beeo taken of the same; the neighbors had 
congratulated the authorities oa its appearance ; 
the crop produced lest year was equal, if not 
superior, to that of auy other period; the 
yield surpassed that of any farm around. 
The main yield of the year had been as follows :

“IRREGULARITIES,” 
Demecratic County Officers Who 
Have Been Grabbing for Kears. 

_ Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

MANAFIELD, O., Jan. 6.—This week's issue of 
the Herald and Ohio Liberal has the opening 
chapter of the report of Frank Ward, as the 
epecial examiner appointed by the County Com- 
missioners to investigate the transactioua of 
county officials since 1865. The investigation 
was ordered in consequence of a growing belief 
that the tax-payers had been rol bed by dishonest 
servants, which finaliy amounted to a demand 
on the part of the people to see the figures. 
Mr. Ward has been painstaking and 
thorough in his work, and the result 
will doubtless stand «es hisiory. The re- 
port shdws that between the years 1865 
and 1874, the different County Audiiors have 
drawn about $8,000 illegal fees. These fees were 
allowed and drawn on the order of the Commis- 
sioner. The County Clerk, it appears,, received 
between 1809 and 1873, ou crimiiial cases, $2,000 
that bag not vet been paid into the Treasurv. 
The claim is made that the amount was paid to 
the Progecating-Attorney, but no receipt is pro- 
duced. He also holds abont $2,000 
une costs in civil cases not yet paid over 
tothe Treasurer. It is also cisimed that the 
Sheriffs, for the past ten years up to 1873, have 
been retaining a large amount of appraisers’ aod 
jury fees instekd of paving them over to the 

reaeurer. There appears to be a single honest 
Sheriff during the period mentioned—Nelson 
Ozier, a Republican. The other officers charged 
with dishones: practices are Democrats.

Interest Default by the 
West Wisconsin, 


Encouraging Beports Concerning 
Chicago & South Atlantic. * 


THE WEST WISCONSIN. 
RUMORED DEFAULT. ‘| 

The report wae current in the railway offices 
yesterday that the West Wisconsin Railroad had 
defaulted in the payment of the January inter- 
est, end from what can be learned there is no 
doubt hat the report is correct. It is the gen- 
eral opinion that a Receiver will be appointed 
within a short time. The road has struggied 
along braveiy, and paid its interest promptly up 
to this time, but it had finally to succumb, the 
enforcement of the Potter law having materially 
reduced its income. 

The West Wisconsin Railroad rons from 
Elrov, Wis., to St. Paul, Minn., a distance of 
abuut 200 miles. A very important item of ites 
traflic is the t:ansportation of lumber, the rates 
ov which bave been so materially reduced by the 
evforcement of the Potter law as to compel the 
Company to carry this article at a loss. It is the 
general opinion that, unless the provisions of 
the Potter 1aw are modified by the present - 
islature, several other of the Wisconsin 
will bave to go into litigation. The Wieconsa 
law is the most onerous in existence, and sot 
even the larger roade—euch ag the Chicago & 
Northwestern and Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
—could exist under its provisions gere it not 
that their lines ran through the State, both ends 
being outside the one in Hlinois, the other in 
Minnesota. The law does vot affect the business 
carried through from one pomt to another, as 
the Legiaiature cannot regulate inter-State busi- 
ness. Hence these two lines are able to exist, 
though their grose earnings haye been reduced 
about 25 per cent since the law has been au- 


forced.

CHICAGO & SOUTH ATLANTIC, 
PROGRESS IN CHARLESTON. ; 

According to the Charleston Courier and News, 
the Chicago & South Atlantic Railroad is mak- 
ing great progress. A niass-meeting of the 
citizens of Union County, South Carolina, was 
held Dec. 12, at Union, to vote upon the propo- 
tition to issue $150,000 in county bonds, to be 
taken by theSpartanburg & Ashleville Railroad at 
par in exchange for preferred stock of the road. 
The Spartanburg & Ashieville Railroad, which will 
soon be completed, is 4 link in the air-line from 
the most importaut barbor in the southeast, 
Charleston, to the most important city in the 
Northwest, Chicago. 

Mayor Steedman, who was elected Chairman, 
made a speech, in which he said that the enter- 
prise which they had come together that day to 
ecusider was 60 large in its probabilities, so vast 


in its expected results, and would so deeply af- | 


fect the growth and profitable development of 
the country through which the line was to pass, 
that it was but eminenily just that the people 
should aid in ita construction. The preat social 
problem of the day inthe United States, which 
was agitating the minds of men, gttiacting uni- 
versa! aitention, and even affectitg the politics of 
the nation, was the question of cheap transpo. ta- 
tion between the ELastetu and Western sections of 
this great country. For years the movement of 
the products of Westeru agriculture to Eastern 
consumers bad been embarrassed on account of 
its enormous quantity and its small value in pro- 
portion to its bulk and weight, rendering the 
freightage over long distances Onerous both to 
producers an consumers. To give some idea of 
its amount, be stated that ten Northwestern 
States. in @ year of full crop, raise between 
$50,000,000 and 400, 000, 000 bushels of grain for 
shipment. Beside these 7,500,000 tous of 
vegetable food, they send East 2,500,000 tons of 
other agricultural Al 2.500, 000 tons of 
forest products, 1,000,000 tous of petroleum, 
and 1.000, O0 tous of manufactured articles aud 
other iron, to tide-water for shipment. Agricul- 
ture and the centre of its surplus products 
were rapidiy moving westward. lo 1850, Penn- 
sylvapia produced more wheat than any other 
State. In 1873, Minnesota showed the la: gest 
product. More thao half the wheat produced 
in tue Northwestern States for export and con- 
snmption was now grown west of the Mis- 
siseippi River. This rapid and increasing move- 
ment of the centres of population aod of 
agricultural preduction westward had had this 
consequence. In the rapid development of the 
country, the location of tae centres of surplus 
agricultural piodacts advanced go far to the 
westward tnat the cost of moving it by rail to 
the Ailantic Ocean had in effect closed 
the routes by rail to a large propor- 
tion of that surplus. The gigantic growth 
of its shipments has at last ove: loaded all means 
of transportation to thé seaboard, and the West 
and Noithwest had, in consequence, becomes em- 
barrassed by the richness of their wonderful 
increave in population, wealth, and productive- 
ness. The question how to move thus immense 
production, and how to find a practical route to 
tide-water, shorter and better than those in ex- 
istence, bad stimulated the organization of the 
Chicago & South Atlantic Railroad Company.

Cuatcaao, Jan. 6.—In 1863-9 the plan of grad- 
ing this park from Michigan avouue to the rail- 
road track was commenced, by order of the 
Board of Public Works, gt Raadolph street. In 
1370 the Board changed the plan, and began at 
the south end, according'to a plan of the Super- 
intencent of Public Parks, to make hills, poads, 
bridges, and do other ornamental work, and ex- 
pended a good deal of money in such work. On 
the accession of Mr. Wahl the pian was again 
changed, and the origival plan was readopted, 

To amy ove who will give it a moment's 
thought, this plan must commend itself for va- 
rious reasons: This place can never bo any- 
thing but a kind of esplanade where ail the citi- 
gens may go for a walk and a breath of fresh air. 
and it is desirable that if should be eo arranged 
that these benefits may be derived to 
the fullest extent,—thit it may have good 
drainage without the expense of sewerage, and 
that it may be well supervised by the police with 
tue smallest detail of men.
